Section 2728 of the revised statutes 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Sec- Amendment 
tion 2728. The sheriff shall file the notice, affi- 
davit and undertaking given by the plaintiff, with 
proof of service thereof, with the clerk of the 
court in which the action is pending, within 
twenty days after taking the property mentioned 
therein.

CHAPTER 9. 

AN ACT to amend chapter 303 of the laws of the state of Wis- 
consin for the j^ear 1880, entitled "an act to authorize Thos. 
J. La Flesh, his associates and assigns, to build and maintain 
certains dams on the east fork of Black river, in the counties 
of Wood, Clark and Jackson." 

The people of the state of Wiscwisin^ represented 
in senate and assembly^ do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Section 1 of chapter 303 of the laws 
of the state of Wisconsin for the year 1880, is 
hereby amended by adding to the end of said sec- 
tion the following words: One dam on section 
twenty-five, (25) township twenty-four, (24) north, 
of range No. two (2) east. 

Section 2. Section 4 of said chapter 303 of the 
laws of 1880, is hereby amended so as to read as 
follows: Section 4. On the completion of said 
dams by the said Thomas J. La Flesh, his associ- 
ates and assigns, they shall be empowered and are 
hereby authorized to receive and collect from the 
owners of all logs, timber and lumber put in said 
stream between the north line of township No. 
twenty-four (24) north, of range No. two (2) east, 
and a point on said stream where Turner's creek 
empties into the east fork of Black river, the sum 
of twenty-five (25) cents per thousand feet, board 
measure, as a compensation for keeping up and 
maintaining such dams; and the said Thomas J. 
La Flesh, his associates and assigns, shall have a 
lien on all logs, timber and lumber put in as afore- 
said, until said charges are paid: provided, they 
shall at all times comply with the provisions of 
section 2 of this act, and provided they shall con- 
form to all the conditions of chapters 70 and 146 
of the revised statutes of 1878, so far as the same 
may be applicable. 

Section 3. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication. 

Note by the Secret aW of State.— The foregoing act hav- 
ing been presented to the governor for his approval, and not 
having been returned by him to the house of the legislature in 
which it originated, within the time prescribed by the consti- 
tution of the state, has become a law without his approval.

Section 1. Anthony J. Hayward, his heirs OTMsjctmstnic^ 
assigns, are hereby authorized to construct and ^^taSf^^"* 
maintain a dam across the Nama Kogan river in 
Ashland county, Wisconsin, for manufacturing 
and other purposes, and to erect and maintain 
such piers and booms in connection therewith, as 
may be necessary or convenient for holding and 
handling logs to be manufactured at the village of 
Hayward, in said county. Said dam shall be 
maintained on section twenty-seven (27) town 
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forty-one (41), range nine (9) west, in said county. 
Logs destined for points below on said river, shall 
not be detained longer than may be necessary to 
separate from the general drives of logs such as 
may be intended for manufacture at said village 
of Hay ward. 

Section 2. Said dam and works shall be so 
maintained that logs destined for points below, 
can be passed over said dam without unreasonable 
^elay, and no charges shall be made for benefits 
that may accrue to the owners of said logs, and 
no toll charges shall be made on any logs put into 
said river above said dam intended for manufac- 
ture at said village of Hayward. The right to ap- 
peal or amend this act is hereby reserved. AH 
:acts as far as they conflict with this act are here- 
by repealed.

Section 2, of chapter 207, of the pri- 
vate and local laws of 1867, is hereby amended by

lieu of the words so stricken out the words, " five 
thousand dollars," so that said section, when so 
amended, shall read as follows, to-wit: Section 2. 
Said Brodhead school district shall be a; body cor- 
porate, and the legal voters thereof shall have 
power at any annual meeting, or special meeting 
call 3d for that purpose, to raise by tax upon all the 
taxable property of said district, a sum not ex- 
ceeding ten thousand dollars, for the purchase of 
a site and for the erection of suitable buildings 
for a high school in said district. They shall also 
have power to raise by tax a sum sufficient to pur- 
chase sites, and erect suitable buildings for pri- 
mary schools in said district. They shall also 
have power to raise by tax, annually, upon all the 
taxable property of said district, a sum not exceed- 
ing five thousand dollars, to alter, enlarge or 
repair school-houses, out-houses and fences; to 
purchase apparatus and furniture for the schools 
of said district; to pay the wages of all the teach- 
ers employed in the schools of said district; after 
the application of the public money which may 
be by law appropriated to said district for that 
purpose, and to procure fuel and defray all the 
contingent expenses of said schools; the neces- 
sary expenses of the board of education; and of 
the salary of the superintendent of schools of said 
district. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

be one, if not, in any other practicable way; and 
the aforesaid persons, their heirs and assigns, 
shall have a lien on all logs, timber or lumber 
run over said dam or driven by the aid thereof, 
until the charges aforesaid shall be fully paid, 
which lien may be enforced in the same manner 
as the lien of laborers on logs, except as to the 
time of filing the petition for said lien, which may, 
under the provisions of this act be filed at any 
time within six months after the last of the logs 
of any mark shall have passed over said slides, or 
been driven by the aid of said dam; provided, 
that said Nelson Lawson and J. H. McCourt, his 
associates and assigns, shall at all times comply 
with the provisions of section two (2) of this act. 

Section 5. The control of said dam, the slides

If the garnishee do not deliver over 
the property, or pay the money so found in his 
hands and belonging to the defendant as pro- 
vided in the proceeding section as amended by 
chapter 207 of the year 18b0, then judgment shall 
be given against him as follows; 1. If the value 
of the property in the possession of the garnishee, 
as found by the justice or jury, shall be less or 
equal to the judgment against the principal de- 
fendant for damages and costs, then for the value 
as so f oimd. 2. If the value of the property in the 
possession of the garnishee, as found by the jus- 
tice or jury, shall exceed the amount of the judg- 
ment for damages and costs against the principal 
defendant (then for the amount of the judgment 
for damages and costs against the principal defend- 
ant) with the costs of suit in the action in which 
he is garnishee, not exceeding the value as found 
by the justice or jury. The plaintiff at his election 
instead of taking judgment as aforesaid for the 
value as so found against the garnishee, may en- 
force the delivery of the property found in his 
hands by proceedings as for a contempt in case of 
the garnishee's refusal to deliver the property 
found in his possession, pursuant to the order of 
the justice requiring such delivery.

AN ACT to authorize Isaac Staples, his associates or assigns, 
to erect, keep up and maintain a dam or dams, across 
Straight river, in Polk county, Wisconsin. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin represented 
in senate and assembly do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Isaac Staples, his associates or as- 
maintain dams, signs, are hereby authorized to erect, maintain 
and keep up a dam or dams across Straight river, 
at a point or points on the following described 
tract or tracts of land, to-wit: One of said dams 
shall be kept up and maintained on the north half 
(i) of the southwest quarter {\) of section num- 
ber eighteen (18), in township number thirty-six 
(36), range number sixteen (16) west. One of said

Section 593. Whenever any resident of this state 

or any person found therein, whose residence can- 
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not be ascertained, shall be, or be supposed to be, 
insane, application may be made in his behalf by 
any respectable citizen to the judge of the county 
court, judge of the circuit court, or any judge of a 
court of record, in and for the county in which he 
resides, or, in case his residence is unknown, the 
county in which he is found, for a judicial inquiry 
as to his mental condition, and for an order of 
commitment to some h()si)ital or asylum for the 
insane. The ap{)lication shall be in writing and 
shall specify whether or not a trial by jury i& 
desired by the applicant. On receii)t of said

Upon the receipt of 
the report of the examining physicians, the judge 
may, if no demand has been made for a jury, 
make and enter his order of commitment to the 
hospital or asylum of the district to which the 
county belongs, or if not fully satisfied, he may 
make such additional investigation of the case as 
may seem to him to be necessary and proper, and 
at any stage of the proceedings and before the 
actual confinement of the person alleged to be in- 
sane, he^ or any relative or friend acting in liis be- 
half, shall have the right to demand that the ques- 
tion of sanity be tried by a jury, and when such 
demand is made, the judge shall forthwith enter 
an order for a jury trial. In case a trial by jury 
is demanded, the forms of procedure shall be the 
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same as in trials l)y jury in justice's ccurts, and 
the trial shall be in the presence of the person 
supposed to l)e insane, and his council and im- 
mediate friends and the medical witnesses. All 
other persons shall be excluded.

AN ACT to authorize the city of Racine to issue bonds for 
certain purposes. 

Thepeojjie of the state of Wisconsin^ represented 
in senate and assembly^ do enact as foUoivs: 

Section 1. The mayor and common council of 
the city of Racine are hereby authorized to issue 
the bonds of said city for the purpose of building 
bridges and school houses in said city; provided, 
that the aggregate amount of all bonds issued 
under this act shall not exceed twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars; and further provided, that no greater 
amount of such bonds shall be issued in any one 
year than has been levied for the sinking fund of 
said city at the next preceding tax levy. 

Section 2. Each issue of bonds under this act 
shall be numbered (consecutively from one upward, 
in the order of their issue; shall be signed by the 
mayor and city clerk, and sealed with the cor- 
porate seal; shall bear interest at a rate not to 
exceed six percent, per annum, payable semi-annu- 
ally or annually, as the council may determine; 
shall have interest coupons attached, and be made 
payable in not to exceed twenty years from their 
dates. Such bonds shall be in such sums as the 
council may direct, and principal and interest shall 
be made payable at the office of the city treasurer 
in Racine. 

Section 3. Such new bonds shall be sold for 
not less than their face value, and the proceeds 
shall only be used for the building of bridges 
across Root river and the building of school 
houses in said city. 

Section 4. The common council of said city 
shall annually levy a tax sufficient to pay the 
interest upon all bonds issued under this act, as 
the same becomes payable, and shall also levy 
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such suras as may be necessary to pay the^prin- 
cipal of said bonds when they severally fair aue. 

Section 5. This act shall take effect and; be in 
force from and after its passage.'^

CHAPTEE 37. 

AN ACT supplementary and amendatory of chapter 91 of the 
revised statutes, entitled '* of religious societies." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin^represented 
in senate and assembly^ do enact as folloirs: 

Section 1. The provisions of chapter 91 of the Does not affec* 
revised statutes, entitled '' of religious societies," ou^chJi^ch'^' 
shall not apply to or in any manner affect the 
Roman Catholic church or denomination, or any 
society or religious corporation now existing or 
which may be hereafter organized in connection 
with that church or denomination. The bishop 
of each diocese being the only trustee of each 
Roman Catholic church in his diocese, may cause 
any or all congregations therein to be incorpora- 
ted by adding four more members as trustees, as 
hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. The bishop and vicar-general of Trustees of 
each diocese, the pastor of the congregation to be ^^^ 
incorporated, together with two laymen of such 
congregation (the latter to be chosen from and by 
the congregation), shall be the trustees of the 
same. 

Section 3. Such corporation shall assume an shaii a«umo 
appropriate name in its articles of incorporation, nSSi^^^"**^ 
and shall have power to purchase, accept and own 
and hold property, real and personal, and to sell, 
convey and dispose of the same; and to contract 
debts, all of which shall be done subject to the 
by-laws and restrictioijs hereinafter provided for. 
Such corporation shall have power to sue and be 
sued, and to have a common seal, which may be 
changed at pleasure and to do all things necessary 
for the proper transaction of the business and 
duties of said corporation ; to do and perform all 
things needful in the management of the tem- 
poral affairs of the Roman Catholic church of 
such congregation, and for the benefit thereof and 
of such members as may become attached and 
belong to said church, in conformity with such 
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rules and regulations as may be established by its 
by-laws; and also to purchase, own, hold, regulate, 
control, maTiage or dispose of any eleemosynary, 
educational, cemetery, religious or other property 
which it may acquire in connection with said 
church, and the congregation thereof, or assigned 
to it by the bishop or other person or persons. 

Section 4. The said bishop and vicar-general 
shall be and remain members of such corpora- 
tion, as long as they shall be and remain respec- 
tively bishop and vicar -general of said diocese; 
and said pastor shall be and remain a member 
thereof so long as he shall be and remain pastor 
of said congregation; and whenever either or all 
of them shall cease to be bishop, vicar-general or 
pastor as aforesaid, by reason of death, resigna- 
tion, removal or otherwise, then, and in that case, 
their respective successors as such bishop, vicar- 
general or pastor, shall be and become their re- 
spective successors as members of such corporation, 
and in like manner they shall have perpetual suc- 
cession. 

Section 5. The said two laymen shall be and 
remain members of such" corporation for the term 
of two years, and until their successors (who in 
all cases shall be laymen) are chosen or selected 
as provided by the by-laws. In case of a vacancy 
in the office of bishop of said diocese, the admin- 
istrator thereof, or such other person as may be 
appointed according to the rules of the Eoraan 
Catholic church, to preside over and administer 
the spiritual and temporal affairs of said diocese, 
shall be, while he is such administrator or ap- 
pointee, a member of such corporation in the 
place and stead of the bishop of said diocese, and 
have the same power and authority in such cor- 
poration as said bishop would have. 

Section 6. The officers of such corporation 
shall be a president, vice-president, treasurer and 
secretary, and the said bishop, his successor or ad- 
ministrator thereof, or such other person as may 
be appointed according to the rules of the Eoman 
Catholic church, or administrator for the time 
being, shall be president, and the said pastor shall 
be vice-president ex officio, and the treasurer and 
secretary shall be selected or chosen from among 
the laymen who are members of such corporation, 
as provided by the by-laws. In all cases the 
treasurer shall be required to give bonds to such 
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corporation, conditioned that he will faithfully 
account for, and pay over all moneys that may 
' coHie into his hands as such treasurer, and other- 
wise faithfully discharge the duties of his office, 
which bond shall, before he enters upon the duties 
of his office, be approved by the president, vice- 
president and secretary, by endorsement to that 
effect made thereon. 

Section 7. The said bishop or administrator, f^i^^*"* ^'" 
and said vicar general, pastor, and the said treas- 
urer and secretary, shall be ex-officio directors of 
such corporation. Said directors may, by a ma- 
jority vote, contract debts not exceeding in 
amount the sum of three hundred dollars; but 
debts in excess of that sum may be contracted for 
by the consent and vote of all the directors. The 
real estate of the corporation shall not be sold, 
mortgaged, encumbered or disposed of in any 
manner without the vote and consent of all the 
directors. 

Section 8. The said directors, by a unanimous Adopt bylaws, 
vote, may adopt such by-laws not contrary to the 
constitution and laws of this state, the statutes of 
the diocese, and the discipline of the Eoman 
Catholic church as may be deemed necessary for 
the proper government of such corporation and 
the management and business thereof, or the tem- 
poral affairs of such congregation which may be- 
come connected therewith or attached thereto. 
Said by-laws may be altered or amended in the 
same manner as by-laws are herein required to be 
adopted, and not otherwise; and whenever so 
adopted or amended they shall, before taking 
effect, be recorded by the secretary in a book to be 
provided and kept for that purpose, and subscribed 
to by each of said directors.

3. Persons of foreign birth, who shall have de- 
clared their intention to become citizens, conform- 
ably to the laws of the United States on the sub- 
ject of naturalization. 

3. Persons of Indian blood, who have once been 
declared by law of congress to be citizens of the 
United States, any subsequent law of congress to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

4. Civilized persons of Indian descent, not 
members of any tribe. 

Every person convicted of bribery shall be ex- 
cluded from the right of suffrage, unless restored 
to civil rights, and no person who shall have made 
or become directly or indirectly interested in any 
bet or wager depending upon the result of any 
election at which he shall offer to vote, shall be 
permitted to vote at such election. 

Section 2. Section 14, of chapter 5, of the re- 
vised statutes of 1878, is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows : Section 1 4. The general elections 
pi-escribed in the constitution shall be held in the 
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several towns, wards, villages and election districts 
on the Tuesday next succeeding the first Monday 
of November, A. D. 1884, and biennially there- 
after, at which time there shall be chosen such 
representatives in congress, electors of president 
and vice president, state officers and county officers 
as are by law to be elected in such year.

dota, or from any streams or waters in said county 
connected therewith, nor shall have in his posses- 
sion any such fish when so taken, caught or killed, 
and at no time during the year shall any fish be 
taken or attempted to be taken from any of said 
waters, except by the common hook and line, ex- 
cept that white fish may be taken only with a dip • 
net having a hoop not exceeding thirty inches in 
diameter, and then only between the fifteenth day 
of November and the fifteenth day of December. 
Minnows other than young bass may be taken at 
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any time and in any manner. No person fishing 
through the ice on any of said lakes or said waters 
shall use more than three hooks and lines at one 
time, nor shall set lines be used at any time ex- 
cept through the ice. 

Penalty for vio- SECTION 2. Any persou who shall violate any 

lation. provisions of this act shall be deemed guilty of a 

misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be ad- 
judged to pay a fine for the first offense of not less 
than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars; and 
for any subsequent offense a like fine, and be im- 
prisoned in the county jail not less than ten nor 
more than thirty days. The possession in said 
coujity of any fish common to any such lakes or 
streams, shall, during the period of total prohibi- 
tion stated in the first section of this act, be 
deemed prima facie evidence that the same was 
taken, caught or killed in said waters in violation 
of this act.

called water bonds, issued exclusively to provide 
funds for increasing and extending the water 
works system of said city. 

By wjom Section 2. All bonds issued under the provis- 

^^ ions of this act shall be signed by the mayor and 

clerk of said city, countersigned by the comp- 
troller of said city, attested by the commissioners 
of public debt of said city, sealed with the corpo- 
rate seal of said city, made payable in lawful 
money of the United States of America, in the 
city of Milwaukee or New York, and shall each 
be for the principal sum of one thousand dollars 
($1,000), or five hundred dollars ($r)00), or one 
hundred dollars ($100), and shall have attached 
thereto interest coupons or warrants for the semi- 
annual payment of interest thereon. 

How issued. SECTION 3. Bouds issucd Under the provisions 
of this act shall be issued from time to time, in 
such amounts as the common council of said city 
may determine upon; said bonds, when issued and 
properly signed and sealed, shall be deUvered to

water works, any authority heretofore given by 
any law of this state for such application of such 
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net earnings and income, or any part thereof, to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

Sinking fund. SECTION 7. As soon as a sinkipg fund shall 
have been collected and set aside, the said commis- 
sioners of public debt shall proceed to cancel bonds 
in amount equal to the sinking funds so provided. 

Canceling SECTION 8. All bouds directed to be paid by 

said commissioners of public debt, shall be, when 
paid, stamped " canceled," and when so stamped 
shall be delivered to the common council of said 
city, and by that body publicly declared canceled. 

Must be sold at SECTION 9. The commissiouers of public debt 
of said city, are hereby prohibited from selling or 
otherwise disposing of any of such bonds, at a less 
valuation than par, that is to say, at less than the 
principal of said bonds together with the accrued 
interest thereon.

The same shall be kept open 
at all times when the river is at a driving stage 
and there are logs and timber or lumber to run 
over said dam, and when it is not necessary to 
hold the water back for the purpose of driving 
or flooding logs, timber or lumber below the said 
dam, for which purpose flood gates shall be kept 
in repair, and built in such manner as to be shut 
or opened, as the case may require to flood the 
said logs, timber or lumber, and the said Wyota 
Strauskey, or his assigns, shall erect and main- 
tain booms at least sixty rods in length on each 
side of the river, and at least sixteen feet in width 
in the center of the channel above the dam, and 
the channel to be kept clear from everything 
which might prevent free driving of logs, timber 
or lumber. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

upon execution, said garnishee shall be entitled to

applied, as far as necessary, to defraying the ex- 
pense of the support of the poor of such county; 
all such license moneys received by any village, 
which, under its charter, does not provide for the 
support of the poor therein, shall be paid to the 
town treasurer of the town in which such village 
is situated. The action of the various tow^n 
boards, village trustees and common councils in 
counties, where the county system of supporting 
the poor shall have been adopted, providing for a 
different way of disposing of the license moneys 
than the payment thereof into the county treas- 
ury for the support of the poor of the county, is 
hereby in all respects legalized. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

Section 1. Section 3, of chapter 260, of the laws Relating to 
of 1S80, as amended by section 1, of chapter 288, of oiiL"""***"^ 
the laws of 1881, is hereby amended as follows: 
By adding to the end of said section the follow- 
ing words: " And said brands or devices for the 
approval or rejection of oils shall further contain 
the words, ' Fire Test,' followed by numerals stat- 
ing the temperature at which such oils will burn 
upon application of the test prescribed by this 
act; provided, that the inspector may use for this 
purpose numerals only that are divisible by ten," 
so that said section when amended shall read as 
follows: Section 3. The state supervisor of in- 
spectors of illuminating oils shall appoint, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of this act, inspect- 
ors of illuminating oils, who shall examine and 
test all illuminating oils offered for sale or for 
use in this state by any person whatsover, and 
shall demand and receive all fees in payment 
for such examining and testing, and who shall 
he liable to all the penalties hereinafter pro- 
vided for any neglect, or for any wilful miscon- 
duct or malfeasance in the discharge of the 
duties aforesaid; and the said state supervisor 
shall have power at any time to remove any in- 
spector so appointed upon reasonable notice or for 
reasonable cause, and the said supervisor and all 
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inspectors appointed under the provisions of this 
act shall, before entering upon the duties of their 
respective offices, take an oath or affirmation faith- 
fully to discharge the duties of the same, as pre-

person to sell the same as an illuminating oU, 
within this state; but if the oil so tested shall not 
meet the aforesaid requirements, he shall brand in 
plain letters on the package, cask or barrel con- 
taining the same, over his official signature, the 
words: "Rejected for illuminating purposes in 
the state of Wisconsin," with the date or testing 
thereof, and it shall be unlawful for the 
owner thereof to sell such oil for illuminating 
purposes.

shall first be tried by the jury selected and sworn 
to try said cause; and if such jiu-y shall find upon 
such special issue that such accused person was 
so insane, or that there is reasonable doubt of his 
sanity at the time of the commission of such al- 
leged offense, they shall also find him not guilty 
of such offense for that reason, and when such 
insanity is found the jury shall also find whether 
such accused person has recovered from such in- 
sanity, and is of sound mind at the time of such 
trial; and if they find that he has so recovered 
and is of sound mind, then such accused person 
shall be discharged and go at large.

CHAPTER 167. 

AN ACT for the better protection of public health 
The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Every town board, village board or 
common council of every town, village or city in 
this state shall hereafter, within thirty days after 
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each annual election, organize themselves into a 
board of health, or shall appoint from their own 
members a suitable number of competent person?, 
who shall organize by the election of a chairman 
and clerk, and exercise all the powers and per- 
form all the duties of a board of health for such 
town, village or city, as defined in the revised stat- 
utes, and every board of health shall, within ten 
days after being organized as above specified, ap- 
point a competent and proper person who shall be, 
whenever the same is practicable a reputa- 
ble physician who shall be the health physician 
and health officer of the town, village or 
city, and who shall hold office during the pleas- 
ure of the board, and until his successor shall have 
been duly appointed and qualified; and in case of 
the occurrence of a vacancy by reason of the 
death, resignation, removal or refusal to serve, of 
any such health officer, the board of health shall, 
within twenty days thereafter, fill such vacancy 
by making a new appointment, as herein pro- 
vided, and immediately upon the appointment of 
any health officer as herem provided, the board of 
health making the same shall transmit to the 
oflBce of the state board of health the name and 
postoffice address of the health officer so appointed, 
and all health officers appointed under the pro- 
visions of this act shall be ex-officio members and 
executive officers of the boards by whom they are 
appointed; provided, that this section shall not ap- 
ply to any town, village or city which by its act 
of incorporation, or amendment thereto, shall 
have provided for the appointment of 'a health 
board and a health officer. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of every health Dutiesof 
officer, appointed under the provisions of this act, ^^ t^fficem 
or by the provisions of special charters, upon the 
appearance of small-pox, diphtheria, scarlet fever, 
Asiatic cholera or other dangerous contagious dis- 
ease in the town, village or city under his super- 
vision, immediately to investigate all the circum- 
stances attendant upon the appearance of such 
disease, and to make full report thereof to the 
board of which he is the executive officer and also 
to the state board of health, and it shall be the 
duty of such health officer at all times promptly 
to take such measures for the prevention, suppres- 
sion and control of the diseases herein named as 
may in his judgment be needful and proper, sub- 
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ject to the approval of the board of which he is a 
member, and it shall be the duty of every health 
officer to keep and transmit to his successor in 
office a record of all his official acts; and the sal- 
ary or other compensation to be paid to e\^ery 
health officer appointed under the provisions of 
this act, shall be established by the board of health 
by whom such officer shall be appointed. 
Further duties. SECTION 3. Whenever any physician, residing 
and practicing in this state, shall know that any 
person whom he shall be called upon to visit is 
sick with small pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria,

J. F. Ellis and J. R Wilmot, their 
heirs and assigns, are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to build, erect, keep up and maintain a 
dam and canals, to be used for manufacturing, 
flooding and boomage purposes, across and alon^ 
the Copper river, near its mouth, on lands owned 
by them on the northwest quarter (i) of the north- 
east quarter (i) of section No. one (1) of township 
No. thirty-one (31) north, of range No. five (5) 
east, or as near thereto as prgcticable or most suit- 
able; provided, that said dam, when constructed, 
shall not interfere with the rights of any person 
heretofore acquired.

In the formation 
of any corporation under this chapter for the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of any hospital, 
asylum or institution for the care, treatment or 
relief of insane or feeble-minded persons, or both, 
the articles of organization may contain provis- 
ions authorizing such corporations to receive gen- 
eral or special, permanent or temporary endow- 
ments and to secure the repayment of the same 
in accordance with the terms and conditions upon 
which such endowments may be made, by a 
mortgage upon its property, real or personal, or 
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both, or otherwise, in the manner in such articles 
provided. 
Commitment 2. Any insane or feeble-minded person may, 
there^^ upon the written request of the guardian or any 
friend of such person, be committed to any such 
hospital, asylum or institution, in the same man- 
ner that insane persons are committed to the state 
hospital for the msane; provided, that the county 
in which such person resides shall be liable for 
the support, maintenance and treatment of such 
person only when such person has been commit- 
ted to such hospital, asylum or institution upon 
the request of the board of supervisors of such 
county. In case of the commitment of any in- 
sane or feeble-minded person to any such hospital, 
asylum or institution by the county judge, he 
shall issue his warrant substantially in the 
manner and form, and the same shall be executed 
as provided in the case of commitments to the 
state hospital for the insane.

substance as required by said state board of super- 
vision, and shall be verified by the president of 
such corporation, or the superintendent or other 
oflBcer having charge of such hospital, asylum or 
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taxation.

CHAPTER 172. 

AN ACT for the division of the county of Burnett and the 
creation of the county of Washburn, to establish certain 
towns therein, and to attach certain territory to the town of 
Trade Lake in said county of Burnett. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. All that portion of the county of 
Burnett lying east of the east Kne of range four- 
teen west, is hereby detached from Burnett county, 
and shall he hereafter the county of Washburn. 

Section 2. The said county of Washburn is 
hereby created and established with all the rights, 
powers and privileges possessed by other counties 
of this state under the general laws prescribed for 
the government of such counties, except as other- 
wise in this act provided. 

Section 3. The said county of Washburn shall 
form a part of the eleventh judicial circuit, and 
there shall be two terms of court held in said 
county each year, one of which shall be held on 
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the first Monday of June and the other the fourth 
Monday of December. The said county shall be 
a part of the assembly, senatorial and congres- 
sional districts in which the territory comprising 
the same is now situated. 

Section 4. The territory comprising the county Towns. 
of Washburn, shall be and is hereby divided into 
the towns of Veazie and Bashaw. Said towns as 
now constituted, shall retain their organization, 
and all that portion of the town of Marshland 
within the new county is hereby attached to the 
said town of Veazie, and all that portion of the 
towns of Trade Lake and Wood Lake situated 
within the new county is hereby attached to the 
town of Bashaw. All that part of the town of 
Bashaw, as now constructed, remaining in Bur- 
nett county is hereby attached to the town of 
Trade Lake. 

Section 5. The county seat of said county of county seat. 
Washburn shall be at the village of Shell Lake. 

Section 6. All lands heretofore sold for taxes, , 

or that may be sold for the taxes of 1882, situated 
within said county of Washburn, shall be subject 
to redemption in, and if not redeemed, advei-tised 
and deeded by the county of Burnett. The board 
of supervisors of Washburn county shall, at the 
expense of said county, procure certified tran- 
scripts of such records in Burnett county as re- 
late to fjroperty in said county of Washburn. 
Nothing in this act shall be construed to include 
tax deeds. 

Section 7. Said county of Washburn is hereby 
prohibited from incurring any indebtedness in 
aid of, or voting any aid to any railroad company. 

Section 8. The first meeting of the county First meeting 
board of supeiwisors of said Washburn county ^^^*y 
shall be held on the first Tuesday of May, 1883, at 
such convenient place or room in the village of 
Shell Lake, as the county clerk shall provide, at 
which time said board shall appoint a committee 
of two, one of which need not be a member of 
said board, to meet the Burnett county board of 
supervisors at some meeting not later than the 
next ensuing annual meeting of said board, at 
which meeting said county board and said Wash- 
burn county committee shall make a settlement 
between the two counties, according to the next 
section. A record of such settlement shall be kept 
by the county clerk of said county, and the same 
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shall also be certified in writing to the new county 
by its committee and the county clerk of said 
Burnett county. 
?ettilmentof SECTION 9. The basis of settleriicnt in the di- 
county prop- visiou of property shall be as follows: Each 
^^^' county shall be the absolute owner of all county 

property situated within its boundaries, and the 
said county of Burnett shall retain as its own all 
the tax certificates now in its possession and the 
certificates of 1883. The indebtedness shall be 
apportioned between the two counties, according 
to the assessed valuation at the last assessment. 
The principal and interest which may be due and 
payable on the amount of such indebtedness, so 
apportioned to said county of Washburn, shall be 
apportioned by the county clerk of said county 
among the towns of his county for the year 1883, 
the same as other county taxes for the year 1883 
are apportioned, and the same shall be levied, 
collected and returned the same as other county 
taxes, and when so collected shall be paid over 
to the state treasurer, to apply on the indebted- 
ness of Burnett county to the state, in cancellation 
of that part so apportioned to said county of 
Washburn which may then be due as aforesaid. 
The new county of Washburn and the said 
county of Burnett are hereby authorized and 
required, immediately after said indebtedness 
of said county of Burnett shall be apportioned 
as above provided, between said counties, to 
borrow said moneys respectively apportioned 
to each of said counties, on time, not exceeding 
ten years, and at a rate of interest not exceed- 
ing seven per cent, per annum, payable 
semi-annually, and to issue their respective 
coupon bonds therefor, or in lieu of such borrow- 
ing and the issuing of such coupop bonds, said 
counties are respectively authorized to bon-ow 
said amounts from the trust funds of the state, on 
terms satisfactory to the commissioners of public 
lands, and with the moneys so borrowed from said 
trust funds to take up and cancel the indebtedness 
of said Burnett county to said state. And the said 
commissioners of public lands are hereby author- 
ized and required, to carry into effect the above 
provisions by loaning to said counties respectively 
the amounts so applied for by virtue hereof, or 
receive the moneys otherwise borrowed for that 
purpose, and deliver up and cancel the certificates

CHAPTER 178. 

AN ACT relative to incorporated villages or cities. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin^ represented 
in senate and assembly^ do enact as follows: 

Relating to SECTION 1. In addition to the powers and au- 

^lAg^*^**^ thority now conferred by law upon incorporated 
villages or cities not existing under special char- 
ters, each such village or city and its trustees 
shall have power to levy, assess and collect all 
taxes within the same levied and assessed for vil- 
lage or city purposes. For the purpose of the as- 
sessment of such taxes, the trustees of any such 
village or city shall have power to appoint an as- 
sessor, whose compensation shall be fixed by the 
trustees, not exceeding that paid to town asses- 
sors, who shall annually, by July 1 in each year, 
make report to the village or city clerk of his as- 
sessment of the taxable property, real and per- 
sonal, in such village or city liable to assessment 
for village or city taxes. The assessment shall be 
reviewed during the month of July by the trustees 
of such village or city. Notice of their time and 
place of meeting shall be given, by posting three 
notices thereof m three of the most public places 
in such village or city, and the trustees in review- 
ing such assessment shall have all the power 
vested by law in town boards of review. A tax 
roll for such village or city taxes, in the usual 
form provided by law, shall be made by the vil- 
lage or city clerk, which shall be delivered to the 
village or city treasurer at the time provided by 
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law for delivery of tax rolls to town treasurers, 
and the same proceedings shall be had thereon as 
is provided by law to be observed by town treas- 
urers, except that such village or city treasurers 
after the time limited by law for the collection of 
the taxes specified in such village or city tax roll, 
shall return all lands that are delinquent with the 
amount of taxes and charges due tnereon, to the 
town treasurer of the town in which any such 
village or city is situated, who shall return the 
same as delinquent in a separate column at the 
time, and in the same manner as is -provided by 
law for the return of delinquent taxes by town 
treasurers to county treasurers. Sales of all such 
delinquent lands by the county treasurers shall 
include all such delinquent village or city taxes, 
as well as the general, state, county and school 
taxes, and such delinquent village or city taxes 
may be redeemed both before and after sale, in 
the same manner as other delinquent taxes by 
law may be. All moneys received in redemption 
of such delinquent taxes shall be paid to the vil- 
lage or city treasurer. 

Section 2. Every such incorporated village or Bridges, 
city shall have full power to control the building 
and repairing of all bridges in such village or city, 
excepting upon town, county and state roads, and 
the expense thereof shall constitute a portion of 
the village or city taxes of such village or city. 

Section 3. The time for holding the annual Annual election 
elections in every such incorporated village or™^^ 
city, may be changed by vote of the village or 
city trustees from the time now fixed by law to 
the first Tuesday of April in ea€h year. 

Section 4. Every legal voter residing w^ithin Legal voters, 
any incorporated village or city, whose territory 
forms a part of any town, shall be a legal voter at 
any town meeting in such town, unless upon a 
separate vote at a special town meeting and a 
special village or city meeting called and held as 
provided by law. Any village or city, by a ma- 
jority vote, and the town in which such village or 
city is situated, also by a majority vote, shall de- 
termine that the town and village or city shall be 
and remain distinct for all purposes, in which 
case voters of a village or a city shall not be 
voters at town meetings of the town in which the 
village or city is situated. 

Section 5. This act shall not apply to incorpo- 
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rated cities whose charter provides otherwise, or 
in any manner conflicts herewith. 

Section 6. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

AN ACT relating to the salaries of judicial officers within the 
state and amendatory of section 694 of the revised statutes.

Section 1- Section 694 of the revised statutes 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: Sec- 
tion 694. The county board, at their annual meet- 
ing in November, shall fix the amount of salary 
which shall be received' by every county officer, 
including county judge, who is to be elected in the 
county during the next ensuing year, and is en- 
titled to receive a salary payable out of the county 
treasury, and the salary so fixed shall not be in- 
creased or diminished during his term of office. 
All salaries shall be paid out of the county treas- 
ury quarter yearly at the end of each quarter. 
All salaries, the amounts whereof have heretofore 
been declared and fixed by the county board at 
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any time, or heretofore established by law, shall 
be and remain the salaries of such officers, until 
the county board shall fix the amount thereof in 
accordance with the provisions of this section, and 
when such amount is once fixed by the county 
board, it shall be and remain as the salary of such 
oflScer until changed as herein provided. All ac- 
tion of thfe county boards of this state heretofore 
had upon this subject is hereby legalized and 
made vaUd. 

Section 2. The salary of any judicial officers gh^u not be 
within this state, when once fixed by law, or by jj^ggl^^'^ 
authority of any law, shall not be increased or "^°*^ 
diminished during his term of office. 

Section 3. All acts or parts of acts contraven- 
ing the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section L This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

Section 1. Section 1931 of the revised statutes Reiatingto 
as amended by section 2 of chapter 48 of the gen- ^com^S^*"'^ 
eral laws of 1881 is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows : Section 2. No such corporation shall 
insure any property out of the town or towns in 
which said corporation is located ; provided, that 
any such corporation at its annual meeting may, 
by a majority vote of the members present, au- 
thorize its directors to insure any farm property 
or detached dwelling house and contents, in any 
adjoining town or towns, or in any incorporated 
city or village which is located in any adjoining 
towns in which such town insurance corporation 
is located; provided, such farm property or dwell- 
ing or contents shall be detached at least one 
hundred feet from exposure. No such coi-pora- 
tion shall insure a ny property other than detached 
dwellings and their contents, farm buildings and 
their contents, live stock on the premises or run- 
ning at large, farm products in the stack or bin, 
and farming implements. But such corporation, 
at its annual meeting may, by a majority of all 
the votes entitled to be cast by its members, au- 
thorize its directors to insure country stores and 
their contents, school houses, churches, town and 
society halls, country hotels and water mills, but 
such risks shall not exceed twenty -five hundred 
dollars ($2,500) in any one case.

When any owner or occupant of 
land shall have built a fence before a boundary 
line shall have been established between him and 
any adjoining land by the county surveyor, and if 
it shall prove after the boundary line is so sur- 
veyed that the said fence shall be on the adjoin- 
ing land, the party who has built the same, or if 
the land is sold, the party who built the same, or 
the purchaser of the land, shall be the 
owner of the fence; provided, that the owner 
of the fence removes the same on the boundary 
line so established, upon a notice served upon him 
by the adjoining owner of land. Said notice shall 
be in writing, and served personally on the 
party who shall remove the said fence, or to leave 
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a copy of said notice at the usual place of abode 
of such party with some member of his family of 
suitable age and discretion, who shall be informed 
of the contents thereof, at least thirty days before 
the said fence shall be removed, but no fence on a 
boundary line shall be removed between the first 
day of April and the first day of November, ex- 
cept the owners of such adjoining lands mutually 
a^ee thereto, that the fence may be removed.

AN ACT to amend section 1480 of chapter 61 of the revised 
statutes of 1878, relating to the prevention of the spread of 
noxious weeds. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact a^ follows: 

Section 1. Every person and every corporation 
shall destroy upon all lands which he or it shall 
occupy, all weeds of thcj kind known as snap 
dragon, Canada thistle, sand burrs, cockle burrs, 
and burdock, at such time and in such manner as 
shall effectually prevent their leaving seed. Every 
overseer of highways shall also in like time and 
manner destroy all such weeds that may grow, 
either on the highway of his road district or on 
any unoccupied lands therein, which the owner 
thereof shall neglect to so destroy. For so doing 
such overseer shall have such compensation, pay- 
able out of the town treasury, as the town board 
upon the presentation of his account thereof, ver- 
ified by his oath, and specifying by separate items 
the charges against each piece of land, describing 
the same, shall deem reasonable; and the respec- 
tive amounts so paid, except for the destruction of 
such weeds upon highways, ohall be placed on the 
next tax roll in a separate column, headed "for 
destruction of weeds," as a tax against the lands 
upon which such weeds were destroyed, and be 
collected as other taxes, and the entry of such tax 
on the tax roll shall be conclusive evidence of the 
liability of the lands so taxed to such tax. 

Section 2. It shall be the duty of the town 
clerk of every town to cause a copy of all the laws 
relating to the prevention of the spread of noxious 
weeds to be printed on every road warrant issued 
by the town board, and it shall be the duty of 
the chairman of every town board at the annual 
town meeting of each year to read aloud to such 
meeting the whole of such laws as printed on 
said road warrant.

cles of organization or association. Such written 
requests may be served by mail upon the presi- 
dent, secretary or other principal officer of said 
corporation, or personally upon any officer or 
agent of such corporation, who may be within 
this state.

AN ACT to authorize the town of Durand to issue bonds and 
borrow money to aid in the construction of a bridge across 
the Chippewa river.

The board of supervisors of the 
town of Durand are hereby authorized to purchase 
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and hold stock in the Durand Bridge Company to 
the amount of ten thousand dollars ($10,000); pro- 
vided, that the qualified electors of said town shall 
vote to issue bonds of said town to the amount of 
ten thousand dollars ($10,000), as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

Section 2. The board of supervisors of said Boamshaii not

If the town of Durand shall have ^^^^ g^^^ 
legally voted to issue such bonds for the purpose issue bonds 
of purchasing said bridge stock, the town board of ?J)*^!®^*"^ 
said town shall have power, and are hereby au- 
thorized and directed to issue such bonds upon 
the conditions and terms hereinafter provided, 
and make all necessary contracts and papers rela- 
tive to such issue and purchase, and shall have 
the care, control and management of the same 
when purchased.

inations of fifty dollars ($50), or some multiple 
thereof, not exceeding five hundred dollars ($500), 
and numbered in regular order.

such insane person is alleged to be chargeable.

When a complete determination of the 
controversy cannot be had, without the presence 
of other parties than those to the original pro- 
ceeding, the court shall order such parties to be 
brought in; and to that end the court may make 
such order as it may deem fit and necessary in the 
premises. The proceedings shall be continued as 
may be necessary, and further proceedings had 
therein, as if such additional parties had been 
originally proceeded against.

Articles stating the terms of consolidation shall 
be approved by each corporation, by a vote of the 
stockholders owning a majority of the stock in 
person or by proxy, at either a regular annual 
meeting thereof or a special meeting called for 
that purpose in the manner prescribed by section 
1826, or by the consent in writing of such stock- 
holders annexed to such articles; and a copy 
thereof, with a copy of the records of such ap- 
proval, or such consent, and accompanied by lists 
of their stockholders, and the number of shares 
held by each, duly certified by their respective 
presidents and secretaries, w^th the respective cor- 
porate seals affixed of such corporations, shall be 
filed for record in the office of the secretary of 
state before any such consolidation shall have any 
validity or effect.

on. To accept from and execute trusts for 
irried women, in respect to their separate prop- 
y, whether real or personal; to act as agent for 
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them in the management of such property, and 
generally to have and exercise such powers as are 
usually had and exercised by trust companies. 

Section 2. In all cases where an application 
shall be made to any court of this state, for the 
appointment of a guardian of the estate of any

AN ACT to authorize the St. Cloud, Grantsburg and Ashland 
Railroad Company to build, construct and maintain a bridge 
for railroad purposes over and across the St. Croix river, in 
the county of Burnett, state of Wisconsin. 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. The St. Cloud, Grantsburg and Ash- 
land Eailroad Company, a corporation organized 
and existing under the laws of the state of Wis- 
consin, is, and its successors and assigns are, 
hereby authorized and empowered to build, con- 
struct and maintain a bridge for railroad pur- 
poses upon the line of its railroad as located by- 
its chief engineer, on and across the St. Croix river, 
in the county of Burnett, in the state of Wiscon- 
sin, and for such purpose may erect piers, chain 
piles and build embankments and approaches in 
said river and on the banks thereof, necessary for 
the proper and convenient construction and main- 
tenance of said bridge. 

Section 2. The said bridge shall be constructed 
in a good, workmanlike manner and of such sub- 
stantial materials as will render it safe and per- 
manent, and of a sufficient height as not to 
interfere with the running and handling of rafts 
of lumber, timber or logs, the open spaces be- 
tween the supports to be free from obstruction, 
and the piles, piers and crib work to be so con- 
structed as not to unnecessarily impede navigation 
for logs or obstruct the free passage of rafts of 
lumber, logs or timber; provided, that the right of 
the state is hereby reserved to alter, amend or re- 
peal any or all provisions of this act.

Section 1. The governor, with the advice and Bureau of la- ffA3 
consent of the senate, is hereby authorized and ^^^ statistics. ' 
directed to appoint, as soon after the passage of 
this act as may be, and thereafter biennially, on 
the first Monday in the month of February, a suit- 
able person to act as commissioner, who shall 
constitute a bureau of labor statistics, with head- 
quarters at the capitol. 

Section 2. The duties of such bureau shall be Duties of 
to collect, assort, systematize and present, in bien- ^^®*"- 
nial reports to the legislature, on or before the 
first day of February, once in every two years, 
statistical details relating to all departments of 
labor in the state, especially in its relations to the 
commercial, industrial, social, educational and 
sanitary condition of the laboring classes; to visit 
and examine factories, and all other establishments 
where people are employed at any kind of labor; 
and for this purpose the commissioner shall have 
power to enter the same and examine the methods 
of protection from accidents and the means of 
escape from fire, and make a record thereof. He 
shall see to it that all laws regulating the employ- 
ment of children, minors and women, and all laws 
established for the protection of the health and 
the lives of operatives in workshops and factories 
are enforced; and he shall have power to pros- 
ecute offenders against the same ia any court of 
competent jurisdiction. He shall, in his biennial 
report every two years, give an account of all 
violations of the above named laws, which he has 
observed, and his proceedings under the same, to- 
gether with such remarks, suggestions and recom- 
mendations as he may deem necessary. 

Section 3. All employers of labor, shall, upon commissioner 
request, permit the commissioner of the bureau t^^e^pf"^^<*«* 
to enter his factory or workshop and make to said 
bureau of labor statistics, such reports and re- 
turns as the said bureau may require for the pur- 
pose of compiling such labor statistics; such 
Imports and returns to be verified by the owner or 
business manager of such concern, and the said 
bureau, may, for such purpose, prescribe blank

AN ACT relative to the proceeds of the sale of swamp and 
overflowed lands in the counties of Sauk and Columbia 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly^ do enact as folloivs: 

.Proceeds of SECTION 1. The proceeds from the sale of all 
i^dsto^oto^ swamp and overflowed lands now belonging to 
the counffes. the stato, and of all lands which may hereafter be 
selected in lieu of swamp and overflowed lands 
hereafter or heretofore sold by the government of 
the United States, in the counties of Sauk and 
Columbia, together with all sums of moneydue, 
or to become due, as a balance of the purchase 
money on contract for the sale of such swamp and 
overflowed lands in said counties, and all sums of 
money received, or to be hereafter received by the 
state from the United States, on account of swamp 
and overflowed lands in said counties, sold by the 
United States since the passage of the act grant- 
ing the same to the state, shall belong to, and 
shall be paid over to said counties respectively, at 
the time provided by law for the payment to coun- 
ties of the funds derived from the sale of swamp 
and overflowed lands. All moneys derived from 
swamp and overflowed lands lying and being in 
the town of Fairfield, Sauk county, apportioned 
to the county of Sauk under the provisions of this 
act, shall be used in the construction of a levee in 
the town of Fairfield, in said county; and all 
moneys derived from swamp and overflowed lands

the highway heretofore laid out to the west bank 
of said river at the foot of Main street of said vil- 
lage, with the highway laid out to the east bank 
of said river opposite tneir respective termini. 

Section 2. Said bridge shall be built of such 
material, and of such size and dimensions, and 
such plans, as the board of supervisors of said 
town, and village board of said village, may direct.

AN ACT to authorize J. F. Ellis and E. W. Allen to build a dam 
across Yellow river, in Taylor countv.

Section 1. J. F. Ellis and E. W. Allen, their Auuiorized t<v 
heirs and assigns, are hereby authorized and em- ^^^^ * ^^^ 
powered, to build, erect, keep up and maintain a 
dam to be used for manufacturing and boomage 
purposes, across the YeUow river, in township 
thirty-one (31) north, of range four (4), west, in 
Taylor county, on lands owned by them, on sec- 
tion number twenty-seven (27), or as near thereto 
as practicable or most suitable; provided that said 
dam shall not be constructed if the same will in- 
terfere with the rights granted by chapter 247, of 
the laws of Wisconsin for the year 1877, without 
the consent of the party or parties owning, con- 
trolling and operating the improvements con- 
structed pursuant to said chapter, which fact shall 
be determined before said dam is constructed. 

Section 2. Said Ellis, E. W. Ellis, their heirs shaubuiid^ 
or assigns, shall build suitable slides in said dam ®"*^^^® ^^<*®®- 
for running logs and timber over the same, and 
shall, at all times, maintain a free and unobstructed 
channel above said dam, of suitable width so that 
the driving of logs down said stream will not be 
impeded, and shall maintain suitable piers and 
booms in the backwater of said dam to preserve 
imim paired the navigability of said river and to 
guide the logs through said back-water and over 
said dam, and shall put through said dam free of 
expense all logs and timber destined for points 
below the same. 

Section 3. Any person or persons who shall penalty for 
wilfully break or destroy said dam, when the injury to dam. 
same, and said im.provements shall have been so 
constructed, shall be liable to the proprietors 
thereof in an action for trespass for double the 
amount of damages done in addition to the penal- 
ties akeady provided by law, to be recovered be- 
fore any court of competent jurisdiction. The 
legislature reserves the right to repeal this act.

CHAPTER 327. 



AN ACT to amend sectioDS 17 and 18 of chapter 5 of the re- 
vised statutes, " entitled of electors and general elections." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented 
in senate and assembly, do enact as follows: 

Section 1. Section 17, of chapter 5, of the re- 
vised statutes of 1878 is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the word " sheriflf " wherever it occurs in 
said section, and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words " county clerk," and by inserting after the 
word '' congress," in the fourth line of said sec- 
tion, the words " members of the assembly," and 
by inserting after the word " superintendent," in 
the fourth Une of said section, the words " ra^road 
commissioner and insurance commissioner," so 
that said section, when so amended, will read as 
follows: Section 17. The secretary of state, be- 
tween the first day of July and the iSrst day of 
September in each year in which a governor, Ueu- 
tenant-governor, secretary of state, treasurer, at- 
torney-general, state superintendent, railroad com- 
missioner and insurance commissioner, representa- 
tives in congress, members of the assembly or state 
senators, are to be elected for a full term of office, 
or in which electors of president and vice presi- 
dent are to be elected, shall make out a notice in 
writing, stating that at the next general election 
the officers aforesaid, or so many of such ofiScers 
as are then to be chosen, are to be elected, and 
specifying in the case of such representatives and 
senators the respective districts in which they are 
to be elected, and shall publish a copy of such no- 
tice in a newspaper printed at the seat of govern- 
ment, once in each week, from the date of such 
notice until the election to which it refers: and 
shall transmit by mail, a like notice to the county 
clerk of each county in which such election is to 
be held, specifying the said officers to be voted for 
in said county, and in case of a senator, the num- 
ber of his district. 

Section 2. Section 18, of chapter 5, of there- 
vised statutes of 1878 is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the word " sheriff," in the first and tenth 
lines of said section, and inserting in lieu thereof 
the words " county clerk," and by striking out the 
words " county clerk," in the eleventh line of said 
section, and inserting in lieu thereof the word 
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"sheriff," and by adding after the word "him," in 
the second Kne of said section, the words " together 
with a statement of the several county officers 
that are to be elected," so that said section, when 
so amended, will read as follows: Section 18. 
The county clerk thereupon shall forthwith cause 
a notice* containing the substance of the notice so 
received by him, together with a statement of the 
several county officers that are to be elected, to be 
transmitted by mail to each town clerk, and the 
town clerk of each village in which, by virtue of 
its act of incorporation, general elections are to be 
held, and to one of the inspectors of election in 
each ward in any city of nis county, and shall 
also publish a copy thereof in a newspaj)er pub- 
lished in his county, if there be one, and if there 
be none then in a newspaper published in an ad- 
joining county, once in each week from the date 
of such notice until the election to which it refers. 
Whenever the office of county clerk shall be va- 
cant and there shall be no person authorized to 
perform his duties, the sheriff shall receive, make 
out, transmit by mail and publish such notices.

Every execution levy made under a 
judgment confessed against any such insolvent 
debtor, within sixty days prior to any assignment, 
for the benefit of creditors, or under a judgment 
entered on a judgment note, by any such debtor, 
within sixty days prior to any such assignment, 
and the lien of any such judgments upon real es- 
tate shall be void and of no effect. Every sale, 
mortgage, hypothecation, lien or other security

The county judge of the county of Register in 
Fond du Lac may appoint from time to time, sub- f^^^ ^ 
ject to removal, a competent person to record the '*"'"'"" ^ 
proceedings of the county court of Fond du Lac 
county, and the person so appointed shall be offi- 
cially styled and known as register in probate." 
Such register in probate shall, before entering 
upon the duties of the office, take and subscribe 
the constitutional oath of office, and file the same 
duly certified, in the office of the clerk of the cir- 
cuit court for the county of Fond du Lad, and 
shall execute to the county of Fond du Lac a bond 
in the sum of one thousand dollars ($1,000), with 
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two or more sureties, to be approved by said 
county judge, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formanc-e of the duties required by law to be per- 
formed by such register in probate, which bond, 
with approval indorsed thereon, shall be recorded 
in the office of register of deeds of the county of 
Fond du Lac. 

Section "z. It shall be the duty of such register 
in probate to record all wills admitted to probate 
by the county court of the county of Fond du 
Lac, all letters testamentai-y, letters of adminis- 
tration, letters of guardianship, orders, judgments 
and decrees granted or made by said county court, 
and all other proceedings and matters required by 
law to be recorded in said county court, while sit- 
ting in probate, and any oath or affidavit required 
or authorized by law in proceedings in the county 
court for the county of Fond du Lac, may be 
taken before such register. 

Section 3. The appointment of any such regis- 
ter in probate, may, at any time, in the discretion 
of the said county judge, he revoked and annulled 
by said county judge; and whenever, for or from 
any cause, a vacancy shall exist in said office of 
register in probate, such vacancy may be filled by 
appointment by said county judge. 

Section 4. Such register ifi probate shall re- 
ceive the annual salary of five hundred dollars 
($500) which shall be paid by the county of Fond 
du Lac, and the county treasurer of the county of 
Fond du Lac shall pay the same quarter-yearly, 
and the same shall be in full compensation for the 
performance of the duties of such register in 
probate.

MEMORIAL TO CONGEESS, NO. 1. 

In relation to shear booms at bridges on the Mississippi river. 

To the senate and house of representatives of the United 
States, in congress assembled: 

The memorial of t^e legislature of the state of Wisconsin 
respectfully represents: 

That the piers of many of the railway bridges crossing the 
Mississippi river are a very serious hindrance to navigation. 
That steamers frequently colUde with them, and sometimes 
great loss of life is thereby occasioned, and that there is an- 
nually a great loss of property, and that they are constantly 
a great source of danger and dread to those who have busi- 
ness or who travel upon the river. 

That, in accordance with the act of congress approved 
March 3d, 1875, a board of United States engineers was con- 
vened in St. Louis, and after an exhaustive examination of 
the subject, they submitted a report to the honorable, the^ 
secretary of war, February 19th, 1877, in which they rec- 
ognized the great necessity for shear booms, and recom- 
mended plans, for the same at the various bridges. 

That in 1S82, Major A. McKinzie, United States engineer 
in charge of the river improvements between St. Anthony's 
Falls and the mouth of the Illinois river, constantly witness- 
ing the great danger to life and property at the bridge piers, 
and the consequent necessity for protection thereat, submit- 
ted a report to the chief of engineers. United States army,, 
in which much important information was given upon the 
subject and the shear booms urgently recommended. 

therefore^ your memorialists would respectfully, but ur- 
gently suggest, that the interest of commerce, the security of 
property and the safety of life imperatively demand, that, at 
the earliest possible moment shear booms be placed at th^ 
various bridges in substantial accordance with the plans and 
recommendations above alluded to. 

Be it resolved, the assembly concurring, That the governor 
be and he is hereby requested to subscribe and forward the 
memorial to the president of the United States, the presi- 
dent of the United States senate, the speaker of the house 
of representatives, and to each of our senators and representa- 
tives in the congress of the United States.

MEMORIAL TO CONGRESS NO 2. 

For the completion of the harbor of Port Washington, Wisconsin. 

To the senate and house of representatives of the United 
States, in congress assembled : 

The memorial of the legislature of the state of Wiscoasin 
respectfully represents: 

That the harbor at the city of Port Washington, in this 
state, has now been in the progress of construction for the 
last twelve years; that of the full estimate of constructing 
the same, amounting to $181,500.00, the sum of $154:,O00.OO 
has been expended by the national government; that the 
additional expenditures of $27,500.00 will complete the same; 
that in addition to the expenditures by the government, the 
home authorities have, by taxes, raised, and by voluntary 
contributions, expended $35,000.00 in thf^ improvement of 
the interior basin of said harbor; that private persons have 
further expended for the docking of the banks on said har- 
bor, sums amounting in the aggregate to more than 
$20,000.00. 

That private enterprises have sprung up at said harbor, 
among others a large iron foundry and malleable works, 
one of the largest in the northwest, also elevators, tanneries, 
manufactories, plaining mill, and large lumber yards have 
been established along said harbor; that more than $250,- 
000.00 have thus been invested in these private enterprises, 
all upon the supposition that the government would, with 
reasonable speed, complete the harbor; that in the expecta- 
tion of the early completion, the various bridge piers at the 
shore of Lake Michigan, at Port Washington, were suffered 
to decay and were not repaired, and have since been washed 
away; that the bridge piers being swept away and the har- 
bor not yet in condition to admit large steamers and ves- 
sels, the imports and exports through the harbor are not as 
large as they otherwise would be; 'that the ends of the piers 
or cribs on said harbor, as far as they now have been ex- 
tended into Lake Michigan, are at present in a condition 
dangerous to navigation; that when the harbor is once 
completed it will require but little outlay to keep the 
same in proper condition, there being no danger of sand 
washing into it; that said port is the period of departure 
from land, in sailing from Chicago and Milwaukee to Buffalo 
and all lower lake ports, and where land is first made in 
sailing from the Manitous to Milwaukee and Chicago; that 
before the establishment of the harbor at said port, several 
marine disasters had occurred near said port, by which 
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lives were lost, as during the year 1856 the propeller Toledo 
was lost within fifty rods of where the mouth of the harbor 
now is, and with it eighty-one lives were lost; also several 
sailing vessels, among others the Bohemian; that since the 
improvements of said harbor have been undertaken, various 
vessels have made the harbor, incomplete and unfinished as 
it is, in violent storms and saved themselves and those on 
board, and at times when it was impossible for them to make 
the harbor at Milwaukee or at Sheboygan; that the harbor 
at Port Washington, lying in a bay midway between Mil- 
waukee and Sheboygan, a distance of twenty-five miles 
from each, is thus necessary for the commerce on the lakes, 
as a harbor of refuge. Your memoralists would therefore 
respectfully petition congress that the requisite steps be 
taken to speedily complete the construction of the said 
harbor. 

His excellency, the governor of the state of Wisconsin, is 
hereby requested to transmit a duly authenticated copy of 
this memorial to each of the senators and representatives in 
congress from the state of Wisconsin.

speedy passage of bill H. R. 7175, and other measures that 
will give full relief to the cruelly wronged Indians.
